The head of Connecticut’s FBI 
division called President Donald 
Trump’s firing of FBI director 
James Comey “a complete shock” 
and urged agents “to remain true 
to our mission in spite of any 
emotional reaction” in one of 
dozens of docu- 
ments released by 
the bureau under a 
public records re- 
quest by the web- 
site Lawfare. 

As news spread 
of Comey’s dis- 
missal on May 9, 
Patricia Ferrick, 
special agent in 
charge of Connecticut, wrote a 
memo at 9 p.m. to all Connecticut 
bureau personnel saying, “As you 
may have already heard, the Presi- 
dent has made the decision to 
relieve Director Comey of his 
duties. The decision comes as a 
complete shock to FBI Executive 
Management as well as the Direc- 
tor who is currently in LA engaged 
in a standard office visit.” 

Ferrick told her troops that she 
and FBI management were seek- 
ing elaboration.
